The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Claims 1 and 4 are directed to a method for generating a hard copy document by 
associated a pre-configured job ticket with a document file that has an embedded text string that 
corresponds to the job ticket. These claims have the uniquely distinct features of "the embedded 
text string corresponds to at least one of the pre-configured job tickets". The closest prior art 
Lynch et al. (US 6581097) and Lynch et al. (US 6433881) teach creating a job ticket and 
associating the job ticket with a document file but do not singularly or in combination teach an 
embedded text string corresponding to at the job ticket. Further reasons for allowance are 
applicant's persuasive arguments on pages 5 and 7 of amendment remarks.
